city of Colon was perfectly quiet all 
yesterday and last night. It 
i« 


claimed in behalf of the liberals that 
there has been no unseemly behavior. 
Foreigners are being respected and 
protected and transit across the isth- 
mus is uninterrupted. 


The postoffice, prefecture, all the 


other government offices and nearly 
all the commercial houses were closed 
yesterday. 


Colonel Barrera, commander of the 


liberal forces, asserts that he has no- 
tified the district representative of 
the department of the interior and 
other former officials of the govern- 
ment that he has appointed a com- 
mission to take over their offices, for- 
mally, today. 
Senor Espriella, a 


prominent lawyer and counsel for the 
Panama railroad, is a member of the 
commission. 


The feeling of the community can- 


not be regarded as antagonistic to 
liberalism. 
The existing conditions 


have created no panic, but it is recog- 
nized that the fact that the liberals 
hold Colon while the conservatives 
are in possession creates a state of 
affairs which cannot possibly con- 
tinue. 


DEATH LIST INCREASES. 


Colonel Barrera admits that the 


government troops here numbered a 
little less than 120 men. It was at 
first reported that twelve or more 
men had been killed and that about 
thirty wounded, but the bodies of 
more dead men have since been dis- 
covered. 


The inspector of customs escaped 


on an outgoing steamer. 


Several prisoners who were cap- 


tured by the liberals have since been 
released. 


General Zaldana commands £00 lib- 


eral troops at Gatun railroad station, 
about six miles from Colon. 


The liberals claim to be in posses- 


sion of all the railroad stations be- 
tween Colon and Las Cascades, which 
is nearer to Panama than to Colon. 


Both sides used Remingtons and 


Mausers. 
The former caused the 


higher death rate. A liberal lieuten- 
ant who was shot in the neck with a 
Mauser bullet is reported to be doing 
well, 


NO ATTACK ON PANAMA. 


No immediate attack on Panama is 


contemplated. 
Colonel Ban-era is 


awaiting the arrival at Colon of the 
liberal chief, Domingo Diaz, who is 
expected in a day or two. 
When 


Diaz reaches this city definite plans 
will be formulated. 


General Sarria commands the gov- 


ernment forces at Panama. 


General Patino, the original com- 


mander of the liberal force which 
captured Colon, is said to have in- 
tended to capture the Colombian gun- 
boat General Pinzon in person, and 
some say that the general was 
drowned in an effort to reach her in 
a boat which capsized. Colonel Bar- 
rera, however, denies this, but there 
is no doubt that the capture of the 
General Pinzon was contemplated.

YEARLY ONE HUNDRED MEN 


ARE SUFFOCATED. 


MOKE FILLS THE.CHAMBERS 


Telluride, Colo., Nov. 21.—Nearly 
hundred men were probably, suffo- 
ated in the Smuggler Union mine 


Marshall basin as a result of the 


re which consumed the buildings 
t the mouth of the bullion tunnel, 
wenty-two miners are known to be 
ea'd and scores of others <are in the 
ine workings either suffocated or 


seeking safety in remote parts of the 
mine until the place is cleared of foul 
ases and smoke, 
Fire broke out in, the tramway 
unk house at the mouth of the bul- 
on tunnel, the principal opening 
rom which the property is worked, 
nd spread rapidly to the boiler and 
ngine house, blacksmith shop, the 
ramway terminal with its great ore 
ins and several smaller buildings 
were all soon wrapped in Hames. 


A strong draft drew the smoke 
rom the burning bindings directly 
nto the tunnel and the miles of 
rifts, upraises and slopes, connect- 
ng with it, began to fill rapidly with 
he smoke. 


FOEGOT THE KINE. 


In the excitement of trying to con- 
rol the fire in the outside buildings, 
tie mine was forgotten and before 
he situation was realized, the work- 
ngs were fast filling with dense 
nioke. By this time the buildings 
bout the mouth of the tunnel were 
ill ablaze and nothing could be done 
o stop the smoke from going in. 
As soon as it was possible great 
dies of rock w^re blown down into 


he tunnel mouth and the opening 
topped, but not until the workings 
vere filled and the smoke working 
ts way through -the shafts to the sur- 
ace a mile or more up the mountain 
rom the tunn-el house. 
The day shift, some 200 men, had 


<*one into the mine and reached their 
tations before the fire started. It 
s known that some of the men es- 
aped through the old Sheridan tun- 
el and also through the old Union 


workings, but they are thought to 
mve been but a small part of the 
orce in the mine. 


THE LARGEST MINE. 


The Smuggler Union is the largest 


mine in the Telluride district, the 
utput being about two-thirds of the 
otal from the camp. It is owned by 
New York -and Boston capitalists. 


Persons who came into town e.irly 
oday from 
the 
Smuggler Union 


mine, which is four miles distant be- 
ween Marshall Gulch and the moun- 
tains, said the workers had almost 
abandoned hope of finding any of the 
mprisoned men alive. 
Every en- 


trance to the property is the scene 
f active work and repeated attempts 
.re made to enter the mine, but in 
vain, as the meu crawl back helpless 
and strangling 
from foul smoke, 


which fills the tunnels and levels. 
Notwithstanding the dangers and 
difficulties, 
the officers declare the 


efforts will be continued until every 
body has been recovered and will be 
hastened as rapidly as possible in 
;he hope that many may be found 
alive. 


The telegraph and telephone wires 


were destroyed by fire and the only 
means of communication is by mes- 
sengers. 


RESCUING THE BODIES, 


Denver, Colo., Nov. 21.—A special 


to the Post from 
Telluride, Colo,, 


says: The work of rescuing bodies 
of miners who were suffocated to 
death in the Smuggler Union mine 
yesterday morning was resumed at 
9 o'clock this morning. The search- 
ing parties were unable to work last 
night owing to the dense volumes of 
sulphur gas which permeated every 
portion of the eighteen miles of un- 
derground workings. It is not ex- 
pected that all of the bodies will be 
recovered before midnight tonight 
and it may take even longer. How 
many bodies remain in the mine is 
simply a matter of conjecture. The 
full number of dead will not be 
known until a complete roster of the 
employes has been secured and those 
who escaped accounted for. 
There 


may be fifty more bodies in the mine. 


sulphur fumes for more than a few 
minutes. 


The work of bringing down the 


bodies of the victims was slow and 
laborious because of the steep trail. 
They were placed upon improvised 
stretchers and raised upon the 
shoulders of twelve stalwart miners, 
who carried them to -the coroner's of- 
fice, where they were laid out in rows. 
-From 150 to 200 men were engaged 
in the work. 


HEROIC SACRIFICE. 


Horgelson and Barkley sacrificed 


their lives in a vain attempt to save 
the lives of their mine associates. 
They had ample warning of the fire 
and could easily have escaped from 
the tunnel. Instead, they went back 
irito the workings and spread the 
alarm. They succeeded probably in 
warning only a very few of the men 
in the mine before they were them- 
selves overcome by the deadly sul- 
phur fumes. 


The coroner will hold an inquest on 


but one body, the verdict in this case 
being deemed suftlcient to cover nil 
of the casualties. A large crowd be- 
gan gathering at the Smuggler Un- 
ion mine early this morning, every 
man volunteering to join the rescue 
parties. 
Only the most experienced 


miners have been chosen for this dan- 
gerous work and up to 9 o'clock those 
selected were busy making prepara- 
tions to safeguardjthemselves in case 
large bodies of smoke and sulphur 
gas should be encountered in the 
workings as the search for the dead 
progressed. At that hour the first 
rescue party entered the workings* 
Their progress is slow and it will be 
several hours, it is thought, before 
any more bodies are encountered. 


Many of the victims were married 


men and left families. There is al- 
ready talk of raising a relief fund 
for the widows and orphans and it is 
quite likely that the state at large 
will be asked to assist the citizens 
of Telluride in caring for those who 
have so suddenly been bereft of their 
support.

MORE THAN FORTY YEARS AGO 


ERRATIC CAREER OF A CIVIL 


WAR VETERAN. 


DIED IN THE BLUFFTON JAIL 


FRACTURED SKULL INDICATES 


AN ASSAULT. 


Officials of Bluffton are investigat- 


ing: the case of Jacob Steinbrunner, 
an aged veteran 
who died at the 


county jail in that city Wednesday, 
and it iz said the case may terminate 
in a -sensational manner when all is 
cleared away. 


Steinbrenner was about 
seventy- 


five years of age and his career was 
a strangely erratic one. At the out- 
break of the civil war he was living 
in Fort Wayne with his family and 
wnt> employed as a grocery clerk. He 
enlisted and went 
south with the 


First Indiana heavy artillery, leav- 
ing his wife and several small chil- 
dren in Fort Wayne. 


Practically nothing- was heard from 


him by the family after that time. 
Years went by and the mother and 
children were compelled to toil vigor- 
ously to make their livelihood. Fin- 
ally returning veterans brought the 
rumor that Steinbrenner 
(had been 


killed in battle, though the informa- 
tion, upon this score was indefinite, 
and the most persistent inquiry upon 
the part of the family failed to shed 
additional light. 


More than fifteen years went by, a 


divorce annulled the marriage and 
Mrs. Steinbrenner was again mar- 
ried. 
The second httsband a 
few- 


years later 
died in the 
far west. 


Three sons had been born of the first 
marriage and a daughter to the sec- 
ond* 
The widow and daughter still 


reside in Fort Wayne; the three sons 
are Will Stednbrcnner, now living in 
New York; Fred, in Cincinnati, and 
Henry, at Dayton. 


FOUND HIM! ALIVE. 


Long after, the dca^h of the second 


husband an investigation more suc- 
cessful than the previous ones re- 
vealed the fact that 
Steinbrenner, 


instead of having been killed in bat- 
tle during the, civil war, was yet 
alive and that he had simply cruelly 
deserted the wife and children in 
Fort Wayne. 


JMrs. Steinbminer made application 


for a pension and the investigation 
by the pension department located 
Steinbrenner in the soldiers' home at 
Marion. Here he had lived for sev- 
eral years within a short distance of 
the wife and chilch-en he had deserted 
in Fort Wayne years ago. When the 
report reached the widow one- of the 
sons made a trip to Marion to ascer- 
tain if the man there were really his 
father. All doubt was removed, but 
Steinbrenner received him coldly and 
declined to enter iuto any explana* 
tion of his strange conduct 
during 


the many years that luid -passed since 
he left Fort Wayne. It was learned 
that he had served three years in the 
army, but his course iiince leaving 
the service, is shrouded in mystery. 
This inner* is certain: that he never 
returned to Fort Wayne and that his 
wife has never seen him since the 
day he inarched away with the sol- 
dirs more* than forty years ago. The 
members of the family have always 
been highly respected people, and one 
cannot even conjecture the strange 
nature which guided the husband and 
father in his heartless course. 


Mrs. Krouse, a sister of the dead 


man, 
resides at Huntirtgton. It is 


probable the remains will be buried 
at Bluffton today at public expense.

the department of the interior and 
other former officials of the govern- 
ment that he has appointed a com- 
mission to take over their offices, for- 
mally, today. 
Senor Espriella, 


prominent lawyer and counsel for the 
Panama railroad, is u member of the 
commission. 


The feeling of the community can- 


not be regarded as antagonistic to 
liberalism.
